"Washington, May 29.—Alter a long 


period ol silence, Senator Tillman of 
South Carolina startled the senate by a 
•peech no less dramatic in its delivery 
than sensational in its allegations. 


He preceded it by presenting a reso- 


lution for the appointment of a special 
committee of five senators to investi- 
gate charges of speculation by sena- 
tors while the tariff bill was before 
the finance committee. 


In advocating the resolution Mr. 


Tillman threw aside the usual conven- 
tionalities of the senate, and with a 
plainness of speech 
seldom heard 


about the halls of congress called on 
his associates to investigate the pub- 
lished charges of senatorial specula- 
tion, and if found to be true, purge the 
•enate of those who debauched it. 


Mr. Aldrich, in charge of the tariff 


bill, answered Mr. Tillman in a sweep- 
Ing denial. 


The Tillman resolution was referred 


to the committee on contingent ex- 
penses of the senate. 


Considerable progress -was made 01 


the tariff bill, 13 pages being covered 
Several votes were tken during th 
flay, but the finance committee mad 
a strong effort to reduce the rates 01 
window glass, but their amendments to 
this effect were defeated. The bill will 
be Considered today, the usual Satur- 
day recess being abandoned.

tFufler the surface there is an uneasy 


feeling among somer of the Republican 
Senatore. As -usual they fear thaft Sew 
Bngland is getting tlie host of the deai. 
These New licglanders are famous for 
fheir abilitteit in thH tariS making line. 
They generally manage to get in on the 
ground floor. Of the three Republican- 
members of the finance committee -who 
have actually made the senate revision 
of the honse bill two are from Kevr 
•England. IE this case Hew England 
"aad the •west appeared to have joined 
.forces. Sasator Allison, as the recog- 
nized Republican leader of the senate, 
plays a strong hand in the committee, 
and he hasimd the assistance of Wolcott 
and Jonea. .New England and the west 
appear to have reached a compromise on 
the important items of wool and hides 
fairly satisfactory to both sections. 


Ihe fear of the senators from the 


great middle eJates — New York. New 
Jersey, Pennsyl yaaia and Ohio — is that 
the interests -which fhey represent have 
not been fairly treated. Senator Qnay, 
lor instauce, is cot feeling at all com- 
fortable over 'the discovery that there 
Tisve fceea redactions in t&e iron and 
steel rates; and- he talks- of tremble. Jnst 
what these refi actions are even the great 
Quay cannot l«arn. When committee se- 
crets are so well guarded that Quay 
cannot ' get at them, they may be as 
samed to be nudei1 lock and key. Sen • 
ator Qtsay w^ appealed to by his iron 
and- steel constituents to get at the facts 
for them, and he had to confess he 
could aofc do It 


When th« bill will pass the senate, 


only the Infinite knows. Opinions are 
s* various as the number of senators. 
Allifccn and Aldrich, the chief engi- 
neers, "hope for about July 1." Sen- 
ator Frye Said thfite was no earth- 
ly reason -why the bill shonld act be 
cut of the way by tbe end ot the fiscal 
year. Most senators thi»k the matter 
will be disposed of some time during 
the month of July. Others believe it 
will take till Angnst. 


Sfo disposition to delay final action is 


apparent, but tbe senate is by nature 
iind tradition disputations and dilatory.

It requires every opinm smo- 
ker to purchase a license from the gov- 
ernment, by the payment of a fee and 
permits indulgence; in the vice within 
certain limits of • the city, which will 
result in ii>e colonization of opiniu 
smokers. 
Physicians and 
druggists 


alone are permitted to buy and sell the 
drug, and they are required to take out 
licenses and pay heavy fees for the priv- 
ilege. Any violation of this law is pun- 
ished by imprisonment with hard labor 
for a term not exceeding 15 years or a 
flue not exceeding 5,000 yen. In the 
districts set apart for indulgence in the 
vice opium smoking houses may be 
opened for the accommodation of stran- 
gers or persons who do not care to 


on their own premises. These 


houses are subject to strict regulations, 
and every time they harbor a customer 
who does not have a permit to smoke 
opium the proprietor is liable to a flue 
of 3,000 yen and imprisonment for 11 
years.—Chicago Record.

A graveyard i« a farm is not an 


extraordinary thing, but ;t farm iii 
a graveyard is souu'thing differi-nt. 
Imagin* a vast Tract of uiauy acres 
planted with eoru, cane, tomatoes 
an*l many other vegetables, while 
the ground round about is almost 
tompletely covei-ed with skulls, 
bones and other debris That belongs 
io a graveyard proper. 
Such is tho 


farm of Captain E. J. Watson, who 
lives at Chatham Bay Key, Fla., in 
the Tel island section. In the fields 
are seen big cornstalks and sugar 
cane growing out through empty 
skulls, while the ground imderneath 
the thickly matted tomato vines 
seems nothing but a surface of bones. 


This key is one of the most pecul- 


iar of the many odd islands in this 
group. It is a large island, contain- 
ing about 50 acres, most being ex- 
tremely rich land. In the center is 
a sort of raised highland, containing 
about ten acres. On the edges of 
this there are still to be seen remains 
of what was formerly probably a 
fortification of some kind, the co- 
quina walls showing about a foot 
bigh in some places, while in others 
they have completely disappeared, 
[n the center are the ruins of what 
was once a temple of some sort, tho 
fragments of wall foundations still 
remaining being about 300 by 300 
feet, in the form of an eight pointed 
star. In the center of this island is 
a square upright column made from 
coquina. It is now only about 10 
jiches square and not over 12 feet 
aigh, but from its foundation and 
other points'it would seem to have 
aeen at least 2 feet square and possi- 
bly 20 or more feet high. Queer In- 
dian figures can be yet made out 
on it. 


The Indians have a superstition 


regarding this island, and it is im- 
possible to get any of them to visit 
t at night. Chief Iconadachee, one 
of the oldest Indians there, says that 
years ago when the. Spaniards in 
Florida were persecuting the Indians 
a powerful race inhabited this south- 
ern section. They were large and' 
ierce and astonished the invaders 
by their gigantic size and immense 
trength. He says that this tribe 
was driven south of the Chatham 
river, beyond which lies an impenfr- 
iable morass. They made this their 
.ast fighting ground, and many talea 
are told of the encounters that oc- 
curred there between the Spaniards 
and these Indians. Finally they 
were driven away from this refuge, 
and what was left of the tribe, pos- 
sibly 1,000, moved to this island. A 
mighty battle was fought here aft- 
erward, and it- is supposed that the 
tribe was completely exterminated. 
An examination' of the farm would 
indicate that a massacre of some 
dud had occurred, as the whole np- 
aer part of the key is completely 
covered with skiills and various 
aody bones of all sizes and condi- 
tions. One can scarcely walk with- 
out treading on something of the 


ndi. Hundreds and hundreds of 


the skulls are crushed in. as if the 
owner had been killed by a bludgeon, 
wound or by a battleax—in fact, 
three-fourths of all the skulls picked 
up show the marks of wounds of 
this character. 


A large number of skeletons have 


been put- together, and the result 
has been surprising. A majority of 
them are nearly S feet in height, 
correspondingly broad in shoulders 
and with a mighty arm reach that 
would astonish even a Fitzsimmons 
or a Corbett. All the other frame 
bones are correspondingly large, be- 
ing much larger than the bones of 
an ordinary human body. A great 
many scientists have visited this 
section this winter, but none of theni 
could explain this strange iind, ex- 
cept on the hypothesis of a complete 
massacre and an extinction of this 
tribe. Mr,'Watson's farm is noted 
for its richness,' decaying bones giv- 
ing it an iiumense amount of ferti- 
lizing. From 30 acres planted in cane 
and vegetables he has-sold nearly 
$10,000 worth of stuff. , This shows 
the incomparable richness of the 
place.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

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ARCTIC HOUSEKEEPING.

the arctic regions. Of course the 
mainstay of the larder is a supply 
of caun&d artiek-.-;. *ut-h as pre- 
Sfrves, jams, biscuits, vegetables, 
butter, teu. cuiiVr. i-bocolate, cocoa, 
ami, in short, tavory variety of food 
that is capaLiif of I*-in<? preserved 
iu a eaaujier. Such t-uppiir-s are, of 
i'ouise, uK^t i:seful on board the 
.-hip. Daring sledge journeys it is, 
however, different. 
"Oa these," 


said Peary, "iht're must be the 
st^raesi simplicity in the matter of 
food. The changes which I should 
make in another expedition's sledge 
equipment would be all in the direc- 
tion of caning down the variety 
of food supplies. There are just four 
things in the way of provisions that 
I should take and those are pemini- 
can, 
ship's biscuit, tea and con- 


densed milk. A fifth article would 
be furnished in the shape of fresh 
meat of any kind that we might 
kill on the way. On my previous 
journeys I took a great many things 
that were not only useless, but 
worse, because they merely added 
weight to the sledges and thus 
wasted our strength unnecessarily. 
If a man cannot get along with pem- 
iwican and biscuit, with tea to drink, 
the arctic regions are no place for 
him. He mustn't expect the luxuries 
of a hotel dinner. 


"Pemrmcan is beef mixed with a 


considerable quantity of suet. It is 
the staple arctic food, and is not at 
all disagreeable to the taste. It is 
much, compressed. One pound of it 
is equal to four pounds of ordinary 
meat; so that the carrying of it re- 
duces the sledge weights very much. 
One pound of it is the daily ration 
for a man. Of the hard ship biscuit 
one pound is also a day's allowance, 
and of tea about a quart. These ra- 
tions are consumed almost always 
in two meals, which are all we have 
time to. stop for on sledge journeys. 


"The tea is in compressed quar- 


ter pound cakes, which are further 
marked off somewhat like a cake of 
chocolate, into little divisions of a 
quarter ounce each. One of these 
makes a pint of :tea? and it is stron- 
ger than one generally drinks at 
home. Tlie condensed milk is the 
ordinary'article which you see ev-. 
erywhere. It freezes, of course, of- 
ten perfectly solid, but that does 
not impair it. Tea is the only drink 
for sledge. journeys. Coffee is not 
satisfactory,,, nor., is .chocolate or 
coppa, >vhich prcduces .thirst. Lime 
juice I tave DO faith in at all, and I 
shall never try it again. It has al- 
ways been thought necessary to 
counteract a tendency to scurvy 
from the consumption of so much 
salt and fatty food. But I never had 
any indications of scurvy in any of 
my party. 


"Dried vegetables have been car- 


ried by some explorers, and while 
they are well enough to have at the 
headquarters, where, as I said, there 
may be any variety one chooses, 
they ara entirely superfluous while 
sledging; A man can get along per- 
fectly well without vegetables. In 
fact, I never eat them, even at 
home, and there isn't' much nour- 
ishment in them for arctic work. 
There is only one thing besides 
those I have mentioned which I 
consider good, and that is com- 
pressed peasoup. Ifc has a great deal 
of nutriment in it, and is especially 
palatable. But it can be dispensed 
with if reduction of weight becomes 
a highly important point, for the 
pemmican and biscuit aro trust- 
worthy standby*."—New York Tel- 
egram.

This striking illusion is effected 
by placing on the top of each mast a 
100 candle power arc lamp, which is 
operated individually from a keyboard. 


Another Wagner opera, "Die Wal- 


knre," is indebted to a beautifully con- 
ceived combination of light and steam 
for one of its mosc important spectacu- 
lar features. Clouds of steam are always 
effective iu a stage picture on account 
of their susceptibility of taking the col- 
or of calcium or electric lights. A bos 
about 15 feet long, having half inch 
open slits in the top through which tbo 
steam escapes, is masked behind a low 
set piece of rock or shrubbery and con- 
nected at either end with steam pipes. 
As the clouds rise a row of white, red 
aud blue incandescent lights from be- 
hind gives the appearance of sunlight 
sparkling ou the mist of a waterfall, 
while to complete the fascination of the 
scene a rainbow is seen playing on the 
moving masses of steaia cloud.—St. 
tonis Globe-Democrat.

It had its origin in Dutch times, when 
the chief commercial activity of the 
townsmen of old New York was dis- 
played in die purchase of fnrs from the 
Indians, and nothing was so potent iu 
bringing about a trade sis gunpowder, 
whisky or beads. The contracting par- 
ties were sailors :iud Indians. Hence 
there are on the seal a sailor and an Jn- 
di;in, representing The trailers, and two 
beavers and two barrels, representing 
articles traded iu. The windmills of 
Holl.md, celebrated in the seventeenth 
us well as in the nineteenth century, 
also are represented, and the four arras 
serve 1'or the quartering. An eagle sur- 
mounts the shield. 


The fin-i. teal, for New Amsterdam, 


was granted 111 I(io4, the city havinu 
been incorporated the prwediiij; year. 
For tins rh« seal of tho Duke of York 
was substituted under C4overnor Nicolls 
iu ItiiiO, aud ir was continued in -use 
cntil HiSti, when tbe lirst acknowledg- 
ment of rlie Dougan letter \\ as made 
from London, the warrant authorizing 
the seal following the year after.
